Geneva receives 
media accolades 
for profit making

Geneva Steel received national at- 
tention Wednesday when the Wall 
Street Journal called it a “Miracle 
Mill” in a front page article and 
praised its rescuers in their ability to 
turn a profit from the World War II 
relic. 

Clare Ansberry, staff reporter for 
the Wall Street Journal, said, “In a 
clubby staid industry, Geneva Steel 
stands out like a pickle in an olive jar.” 

Geneva was the only integrated 
mill in the nation last year to post a 
profit, said Clark Caras, manager of 
media communications at Geneva. An 
integrated mill has the ability to make 
steel from raw materials, he said. 
Geneva has made a profit since its 
re-opening in 1986, Caras said. 

James Young, former vice presi- 
dent of Geneva’s corporate communi- 
cations, said three things really 
helped the mill become competitive 
under its new ownership: Geneva 
could now compete in new markets 
previously unavailable under USX 
and could purchase more natural re- 
sources from Utah. Young also said 
the mill’s employees were willing to 
put profit-sharing monies back into 
plant modernization. 

“People said, ‘Those guys in Utah 
are stupid. They won’t last,’ ” said 
Robert Grow, president of Geneva. 

Caras said the new owners, who 
are lawyers by trade, had no knowl- 
edge of steelmaking, so they turned 
steel production over to the em- 
ployees who knew what to do best. 
“People thought they couldn’t do it,” 
Caras said, “but its obvious that new 
blood is what was needed.” 

The Wall Street Journal is not alone 
in its commendation of the old mill. 
Caras said Geneva has been recog- 
nized by Forbes, Barrons, Iron Age 
and other industrial magazines over 
the past year. From an economic van- 
tage, Geneva is part of a new breed of 
steel producers emerging across the 
nation.

In her Wall Street Journal article, 
Ansberry said: “After dictating to 
the industry for much of the century, 
steel’s giants are losing clout. They 
account for less than half of the na- 
tion’s steel shipments and, by the 
year 2000, will probably represent 
just a quarter of it.” 

Thomas J. Usher, president of 
USX’s U.S. Steel Group, said compa- 
nies like Geneva “clearly will continue 
to change the domestic steelmaking 
landscape.” 

Although many changes were made 
at Geneva by its new owners, things 
really began to happen when the com- 
pany’s stock went public. 

Offered at $10 a share in March of 
1990, Geneva’s stock has risen to be- 
tween $18 and $19, Caras said. Going 
public with Geneva stock has allowed 
the mill to modernize, he said. 

Under Geneva’s modernization 
program, $225 million is being spent 
to update the plant, Young said. Just 
over $80 million of that will go toward 
environmental improvements. 

Much of Geneva’s success could be 
credited to the company’s chairman, 
Joseph Cannon, and his team of hard 
bargainers who bought the mill for 
less than USX paid for it in the 1940s, 
Ansberry wrote.

Bush approves more funds for Soviets 


WASHINGTON — President Bush approved an additional $1.4 billion in 
food aid Wednesday for the Soviet Union, and for the first time gave the 
assistance directly to the Soviet republics rather than the central government. 

The House also voted 350 to 78 to normalize trade with the Soviet Union by 
approving the granting of most-favored-nation status, which would reduce 
tariffs to the lowest possible level. 

The action also must be approved by the Senate. 

The Senate Finance Committee approved the measure by a voice vote. 

The measure was expected to win approval in the full chamber within a few 
days. 

The administration’s aid package is intended to help the disintegrating 
country cope with food shortages this winter. 

Agriculture Secretary Edward Madigan said there already is “evidence of 
hoarding” in the Soviet Union. 

In Congress, there were warnings of famine and political disintegration 
threatening control of Soviet nuclear arsenals. 

Intelligence sources likened the current atmosphere in the Soviet Union to 
that of the dismal 1930s and said there was a potential for anarchy if food 
shortages spread during the winter. 

Mindful of the political backlash against foreign aid, the administration 
portrayed the assistance as a boon for hard-pressed American farmers. 


Building increases; analysts still skeptical 


WASHINGTON — Builders boosted construction of new homes and apart- 
ments by 7.3 percent in October, the government said Wednesday, but ana- 
lysts predicted that housing starts will remain sluggish despite the lowest 
mortgage rates in 14 years. 

Economists said builders will continue to be skittish because consumers are 
torn between lower rates and a “black, black mood” caused by anxiety over 
economic concerns including falling incomes and threatened jobs. 

“Everyone’s waiting for the other group to make the first move,” said Daryl 
Delano of Cahners Economics, a Newton, Mass., forecasting company. 
“Builders are waiting for consumers to show demand and consumers are 
waiting for the economy to improve.” 

As a result, “the economy is drifting sideways,” contended economist Mar- 
tin Regalia of the National Council of Community Bankers. But he said even 
modest growth in the housing industry could result in brightened consumer 
confidence and overall economic improvement. 


Suicide doctor's medical license deferred 


LANSING, Mich. — The Michigan Board of Medicine on Wednesday 
suspended the medical license of Dr. Jack Kevorkian, who has helped three 
women kill themselves in the last two years. 

The board voted 8-0 to suspend Kevorkian’s license even though the retired 
pathologist, dubbed “Dr. Death,” has said repeatedly that he would help more 
people commit suicide even if he lost his license. 

“It is clear that suicide is not a medically accepted and approved practice,” 
said Dr. Ananda Prasad, a board member. 

One of Kevorkian’s attorneys, Michael Schwartz, said Kevorkian still could 
help people kill themselves. “Dr. Kevorkian can do anything that any unli- 
censed human being can do if asked for advice,” he said. 

Another board member, Dr. Emma Jane Conklin, said if Kevorkian helps 
more people commit suicide, it could be interpreted as practicing medicine 
without a license and leave him open to criminal charges. 

Kevorkian, 63, first came to authorities’ attention in June 1990 after he 
helped Alzheimer’s patient Janet Adkins, of Portland, Ore., die by hooking her 
up to a suicide machine he invented. 


Accident kills Russian peace delegates 


MOSCOW — A helicopter carrying members of a delegation trying to 
mediate the conflict between Azerbaijan and Armenia crashed in the Caucasus 
Mountains on Wednesday, killing the more than 20 people aboard. 

The Tass news agency said the Mi-8 helicopter was flying over the Mar- 
tuninsky area of the disputed Nagorno-Karabakh enclave inside the southern 
republic of Azerbaijan when the crash occurred. 

The evening TV news program “Vremya” said that the cause of the crash 
was dense fog. 

It quoted the pilot as saying, “We can’t see anything. Everything is foggy.” 
The television report said that lawmakers from Kazakhstan and the Russian 
Federation, officials from the republic of Azerbaijan, and the chief prosecutor 
of the Nagorno-Karabakh enclave were among the victims.

Lack of transit funds may cause job loss 


WASHINGTON — About 106,000 jobs around the country could be lost by 
year’s end if Congress doesn’t act quickly to restore the flow of federal 
highway and transit money to the states, the Bush administration projects. 

The potential job losses come as the country tries to pull itself out of 
recession and fights the highest unemployment rates in five years. 

California faces the biggest losses, according to the estimates, made avail- 
able by the Transportation Department. Many states would be affected. 

The American Association of Highway and Transportation Officials projects 
a loss of 409,000 jobs throughout the economy if highway spending is not 
quickly restored. 

It estimates that the ripple effect could reach $27.8 billion in terms of lost 
productivity, contracts and employment opportunities. It says these effects 
would take about a year to be fully felt. 

Tom Larson, head of the Federal Highway Administration, said his agency 
estimates worst-case job losses in the 600,000 range.

Assault awareness 
is our responsibility 


In the wake of the assault on Maeser Hill 
two weeks ago, the campus community has 
experienced a heightened awareness of the 
need to treat BYU and Provo like the real 
world where people don’t walk alone in dark 
areas and lock their doors at night. Remem- 
ber, Happy Valley also has its share of prob- 
lems. 

Since the assault the police have stepped 
up their south campus patrols, students are 
walking together more and looking over their 
shoulders, and people are discussing the 
problem. Hopefully, the campus will be safer. 

Unfortunately, like any other trauma, the 
publicity will decrease, the caution will dull 
and students will become complacent again. 
The police will find other areas where they 
are needed more, students will stop watching 
their backs, and everyone will go back to 
arguing about the dress code or the bike pol- 
icy. 
Will it take another assault before the cam- 
pus wakes up? There’s a problem here, and 
we can’t ignore it anymore. The students 
need to change. 

We say it’s the university’s problem to 
keep students safe on campus. We need to 
send the Student Advisory Council and the 
university the message that campus safety is 
atop priority and that we want some changes 
made. Cut down some of the vegetation that 


is taking over south campus. Close some of 
the small, winding trails on Maeser Hill and 
maintain the larger paths. Make it a well-lit 
place at night. 

We need to trust and use the University 
Police. They are genuine police officers who 
can only apprehend criminals if people report 
criminal activity or simply something out of 
place. They can’t stop crime they don’t know 
about. 

Finally, students need to make themselves 
feel safe. If that means taking a self-defense 
class, do it. If it means calling a friend or 
walking home in groups, do it. If it means 
taking a different route that skirts a scary 
area, do it. But each student is responsible 
for his/her own safety. And until we all take 
the responsibility for changing the campus 
and ourselves, the fear and the assaults will 
continue.

our courts seem to believe they do), but: as’ 


victims they need to take action to protect 
themselves. This can, as much as some resent 
the suggestion, include escort services pro- 
vided by the university and ward priesthood 
quorums. 

I know as well as do members of VOICE 
that a male curfew will not stop or even slow 
violent attacks against women. However, 
their suggestion has and will yet promote 
dialogue. Such dialogue, if correctly ap- 
proached, could do much to calm fears of inno- 
cent women and educate ignorant men and 
women as to the true nature of rape, i.e. men 
violently attacking innocent women. 

As I spoke with two members of VOICE 
after the crowd and reporters dispersed. 
They expressed their goal as being to edu- 
cate. I don’t believe that they want to be a 
thorn in the administration’s side, but I do 
agree that more must be done to educate. 

More students need to seek the facts and 
truth concerning rape. We must stop shrug- 
ging it off because it has not yet happened to 
someone we know or because we associate 
rape education with an “annoying feminist 
movement.”

ZAGREB, Yugoslavia — Relief 
workers evacuated hundreds of 
sick and wounded Wednesday from 
a bombed-out hospital in the Croat- 
ian city of Vukovar, where they 
were trapped for weeks by a Ser- 
bian siege. 

A European Community 
spokesman said 19 ambulances and 
20 buses loaded with patients 
pulled out of the shattered city and 
were believed bound for Sremska 
Mitrovica, a Serbian town near 
Belgrade.

Officials had planned to evacuate 
the wounded, mostly Croats, to 
Croatia, but that was deemed un- 
safe because of the continuing war 
between Croatian forces and Serbs 
and their allies in the federal army. 

More than 2,000 people have 
died since Croatia declared inde- 
pendence from Yugoslavia on June 
25. 

Croatian and federal army au- 
thorities had agreed Tuesday to 
evacuate those trapped in the 
shelled hospital on the Danube 
River border with Serbia.

After taking Vukovar, the Serb- 
dominated army took control of the 
hospital, and Croatian and army ne- 
gotiators declared it a “neutral area” 
under the auspices of the Interna- 
tional Red Cross. 

A cease-fire held Wednesday 
around the hospital, the EC 
spokesman, Ed Koestal said. But he 
added that EC teams reported see- 
ing empty ambulances and buses be- 
ing shot at while heading toward 
Vukovar. It was not clear by whom. 

Army and Croatian officials met in 
Zagreb, the Croatian capital, to de- 
cide on the route of the evacuation 
vehicles, which will be accompanied 
by EC monitors, Koestal said. 

The army and Serb militants ap- 
peared almost totally in control of 
the eastern Croatian town, which 
fell over the weekend after a three- 
month siege. 

An army officer in Belgrade, 
speaking on condition of anonymity, 
said 2,000 to 2,500 Croatian fighters 
had either surrendered or were cap- 
tured in the past two days. 

About 5;000 people have report- 
edly been evacuated from Vukovar 
so far. More than 10,000, including 
2,000 children, were reported to 
have been there when it fell.

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Faculty Council to address concerns 


Ombudsman proposed for professors to resolve academic freedom questions

Probably all colleges and universi- 
ties struggle with discrepancies be- 
tween the teaching methods of pro- 
fessors and the wants of the 
administration, said the acting chair 
of the committee on academic envi- 
ronment for the Faculty Advisory 
Council. 

John Merrill, physics and astron- 
omy professor, said sometimes teach- 
ers feel they should be able to teach 
anything they want, and when they 
can’t, they feel their academic free- 
dom has been infringed upon. 

“Academic freedom doesn’t mean 
you can say anything you want,” he 
said. 

However, teachers can go to the 
Faculty Advisory Council when con- 
fusion arises. The FAC meets twice a 
month to discuss faculty concerns and 
then presents these concerns to the 
administration, said Cathy Black, 
FAC co-chair and associate professor 
in the Dance Department. 

Ronald E. Terry, FAC co-chair and 
assistant dean of Engineering and 
Technology, said, “The FAC is ex- 
actly what the name says — advisory 
council. We can vote and make recom- 
mendations, but they (President Rex 
E. Lee and the administration) can 
say no... and we understand that.” 

Black said, “Faculty senates on 
other campuses have authority. They 
have a greater authority in the cre- 
ation of policies in the university.”

In August, David Knowlton, pro- 
fessor of anthropology, gave a speech 
about terrorism in Latin America, for 
which he was later interviewed by his 
stake president. 

In the Salt Lake Tribune on Sept. 
14, Knowlton said the reaction of the
